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As of 7/14,95, Judge Sabo of the Philadelphia 
Common Pleas Court has postponed judge- 
ment on the appeai submitted by Mumia Abu- 
Jamal’s lawyer Leonard Weinglass. The ap- 
peal asked for stay of execution and recusal of 
Judge Sabo who had convicted Mumia at the 
trial and was considered unsuitable to judge on 
his execution date or a PCRA ruling. According 
to a Phiadelphia radio bulletin Sabo will rule “in 
a few days...” Weinglass reaffirmed to the 
press that if necessary he will take the case to 
the U.S. Supreme Court...”. 


MUMIA ABU-JAMAL in SCI Greene, PA. has 
received a 30-day sentence for, according to a 
disciplinary hearing report from the DOC of 
Penna., “engaging in the profession of journal- 
ism which is a violation of the rules and regula- 
tions in the handbook. He has authored a book 
known as ‘Live from Death Row,’ he currently 
writes columns for different newspapers includ- 
ing, ‘Scoop,’ ‘USA,’ ‘First Day’ and the ‘Jamal 
Journal.’ In addition Jamal has made taped 
commentaries for radio broadcast over Na- 
tional Public Radio...a clear preponderance of 
evidence that Jamal has been engaged in both 
the business and profession of journalism.” 

*** Mumia has appealed the ruling citing 
Amendment One re: free press and also the 
Penna. constitution re free press and free 
Speech. *** According to his lawyer Leonard 
Weinglass, Mumia is now “sealed away.”

LEVASSEUR in Florence: “Mumia {Abu-Jamal] 
has been made a target...in a political climate 
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rampant with racism and reaction...Protest 
must continue and increase...| mean resistance 
that fires from the heart rather than a sense of 
obligation. | mean sacrifices that compensate 
in some meaningful way for the shameful indif- 
ference that affects so many that should be 
supporting Mumia. Political murder grants 
nothing to moderation. We live in a country that 
passed a ‘crime bill’ imposing the death penalty 
for 50 new offenses at the same time a na- 
tional day of mourning was declared for a war 
criminal like Richard Nixon...To respect and 
defend Mumia is to act. The Fall 1994 Issue of 
the National Lawyers Guild’s ‘Guild Notes’ 
does not contain a single mention of Mumia 
Abu-Jamal....lt is my view that the rights due us 
by virtue of our humanity and labor are con- 
tinuously violated and that no comprehensive 
relief or solutions like with the courts.

nurture or help you. So, most of us in here 
strive to maintain our health--and that includes 
lots of water and a positive mental attitude!” 
*** The May TJI was rejected for the same 
reasons given in previous months. lm guess- 
ing that someone said something like ‘Joe’s 
doing swell and he sends his best...’ | dunno. 
rll ‘appeal’ such nonsense from now until 
doomsday...” *** “We now are hooked into 
PBS-TV so that’s a blessing for us!” ..*** “One 
of these weeks the prisoncrats are supposed to 
set up an in-house ‘college level’ course on 
psychology | or some kind of business course. 
At first it was announced that there’d be a $30 
fee, plus book costs, but so many of us are 
broke that the ‘fee’ was waived and the book 
cost can be postponed until we have an 
‘income.’ So, that'll be a monotony-breaker.” 
*** “We were told from day one that the ‘fine 
dust’ problem would subside but it hasn’t. 
Every day, no matter how much we sponge- 
wash our cement walls and floor, they get cov- 
ered with this fine dust that comes out of the

What hit us in the yard (I had to be 
taken ‘inside’ to wait it our, 20 minutes) were 
stray fumes. | sure hope | never get sprayed 
inside a closed cell. It could kill me.” *** Let- 
ter dated 6/26: “I got the June TJI...A welcome 
surprise.” *** “Some ‘schooling ‘ programs 
are starting up this week, on the in-house t.v.

| try to teach law and how to understand the 
rules....” *** Health: “Have a ‘triple bypass’ 
and have to take medication for B/P. Teeth are 
all falling out and have to get a full set of teeth 
but having a problem getting it done....Get 
cramps in my legs/feet and hands. Maybe have 
a carcinoma on my left ear?? In short, guess 
I’m a broken down valise. Tough to get old | 
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guess.” *** “My dad is in a nursing home and 
is senile, Mom had heart problem a couple of 
weeks ago. My kids are doing well and grand- 
children are doing well also. My wife has can- 
cer badly. Have a couple of new great grand- 
children, so at least I’ve left something for the 
future.” *** | send my love to all who remain 
fighting for justice and right, especially my 
good friend Richard Williams. Stay strong 
people and all the good guys send their best 
along with mine. This is the ‘Massachusetts 
Home for the Aged & Infirm’ (smile & laugh out 
loud). Most of us stay strong though.”

DEBBIE SIMS AFRICA writes from SCI Cam- 
bridge Springs, PA: “I am writing on behalf of 
my sisters, Merle Austin Africa, Jannine Phillips 
Africa and Janet Hollaway Africa, all trans- 
ferred from SCI Muncy.” *** “We're currently 
involved in doing whatever we can to bring na- 
tional attention to the unjust imprisonment and 
recent signing of a death warrant for Mumia 
Abu-Jamal by PA governor Tom Ridge. The 
Fraternal Order of Police (FOP) is saying Mu- 
mia should be executed because he (allegedly) 
killed a copy. MOVE doesn't believe that the 
FOP or Tom Ridge saw Mumia kill a cop but 
they did see Phila cops and firemen under the 
orders of Phila mayor Wilson Goode, Police 
Commissioner Gregor Sanbor and Fire Com- 
missioner William Richmond, murder 11 of the 
MOVE family members on May 13, 1985, and 
ain’t none of them sittin” on death row. 9 of us 
have been in prison for almost 18 years and for 
a crime we did not commit and the government 
knows it. 9 of us got sentenced for the murder 
of one copy that was killed with one bullet from 
one gun.” *** “John Africa explains: ‘An un- 
official person can kill another person by 
shooting him to death and the killing is called 
murder, but this same unofficial person can kill 
somebody for politicians and the killing is called 
patriotism....Prisons are not the solution to the 
problems of crime. They are the supporters of 
crime that is caused by the people that run this 
system of crime...” *** Debbie goes on, 
“MOVE confronts this system uncompromis- 
ingly with the truth and this is why we are in

After a flood of 
letters and faxes protesting such a decision, | 
was notified dat such a decision had been re- 
versed and instead | will be shipping out to de 
reformatory to a A/S unit on so-called tempo- 
rary status. They claim they are getting ready 
to repair this unit.” *** “Still trying to complete 
de research for habeas corpus.” *** “Have 
been on crutches for past month. These nice 
people have tried to confiscate them twice 
saying because of my past conduct | can’t 
have crutches. Even tho | can’t walk! | refused 
to give “em up. | expect to be attacked this 
week about them.” *** “They had to regroup 
and come up with a better strategy: All mail has 
been delayed; outgoing mail opened and re- 
sealed without notification; incoming mail from 
family and friends sent back as inmate to in- 
mate correspondence.
